exceed $450,000.

2006-2007 Capital Budget of the Austin Energy Department. Funding for the extension options is
contingent upon available funding in future budgets.

The anticipated Project Team will consist of the following personnel: AE project manager, program
manager, architect/engineers, construction contractor, and commissioning agent. The scope may involve
either remodeling an existing building or constructing a new building to house the new primary Energy
Control Center and the offices being vacated from the existing building.
